In response to the Office Action dated October 27, 2005, which set a shortened three-month 
statutory term for response expiring on January 27, 2006, applicants comment as follows: 

Claims 1-49 are presently active in this application and all have been rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-49 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,735,506. The Examiner takes a position that although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other. 
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Without addressing the validity of this rejection and reserving the right to do so, submitted 
herewith is a Terminal Disclaimer disclaiming the terminal part of any patent granted on this application 
which would extend beyond the term of U.S. Pat. No. 6,735,506. As noted in the Terminal Disclaimer, 
the appropriate fee for submission of a Terminal Disclaimer is to be charged to a Deposit Account. 

In view of the submission of the Terminal Disclaimer, it is respectfully submitted that the 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection has been overcome and should be removed. 

In the absence of other objections or rejections, it is respectfully submitted that the present 
application is now in condition for allowance.
